Thoe science of architeciure has greatly i mproved
recenmtly. In our boghood we remember to have
gazed with admiration st Mr, Dondas’ residence, at
Broad and Walout, and perhaps inosutionaly broke
one of the commandmouts by the 1ndulgences o1 a
epitit of envy. That was supposed to bg beyoud the
power of improvement yet, magnifioent as it is, it is
no longer a notoriety,

The bwiding of magoificont hotels in latsr days
became a speciaty. Head's Mansion House, in
Third surcet, was once the fushionable headguarters,
but a8 basiness and promenade moved westward
new places of resort becime neeessary, and the
Umited States and Jones” Hotels were opencd for

For soveral years these eapac ous hostd!His sprved
the purpoese, but ghe inereaaug ere vth ol our city
and the wonderiul mmpetus gven to our trads re.
quired greater accommodations for the gu-sts, and
the Inte George W, Edwards, o puohe-spintted Phila.
delplian, projected and completed the Girard and
La Pierre Houses. Tuey in therr urn were eclipsod
in architectuial gravdeur by the bmiding of the Con-
tinuntal. whien in size aud imterior decorauon equals,
¥ not surpasses, any hotel o the United States

The bmiding oi these vast structures saggested the

ides of immense business houses, and among the
first that entered into the project of grand buildings
was Dr, David Jas ne, whose fine store, in Chesnat
street, below Ihivd, bas a world-wide fame, Ay
every Philadelplian koows, some of the finest busi
ness hovses in the oily were bulit by him.
o YOIy f0on piter tae completion of the Theanut
street bullding, be commenced the Quinoy granite
gtructure running from Dock to Carter street, lor
some years used as the Post Office, previous to its
yomoval to the United States Bunding, in Chesnat
#treet, below Fifth, H:s next venture was the mas-
sive Quincy granite building generally known as
Jayne's Hall, yu Chesnut street, below Seventn, It
wae of the same colossal charncter as lus previous
editices, and eontained an immenso pu e hatl, which
will bt genera ly remembered in connection with
the noon-dny prajer-meetings, where Immoense
crowds gatbered duriog the reiigious excitement of
1860, '67, nua '68.  This Is now converted 1nto stores,
oftices, and places ol basiness, He nfterwards boug.at
the old Arcade and Bolivar House, wilh adjoining
buldings, and bml¢ the fine marble edifices adjomn-
ing Jayne's Hall, Our citizens are aware that these
are among the fuest bu-lnese structures in Phladels
phia, and will remain through many years to por-
petuate the name and fame of am who  reared
them

Unfortunately for our ¢ity, the hand of death has
taken from us & citizen that we could ill spare. In
the very midst of his usefulness he was providens
tially removed, and it 8 not hkely that there is any
one left st present to take his pinoe. He mado 1t his
special pride o spend his ample means in the
ereotion of magnificent buildings, and they are hs
enduring monument. As long as our eity endures,
his name will be linked with that of Stephen Girard
a¢ ope of our greatest public benefuctors,

At the time of his death, which occurred only a
fow weeks mgo, he was engaged in building & man-
gion in which to spend his declining years in that
oase and comiort which a life of probuty and industry
deserves, With nnlimited means at hi< command, it
is reasonable to suppose that he wovid not be penu-
rious 1o the expenditure of money upon a home for
hils Inter yerrs, and to leave for the beneflt of hie
family,

But no one who has not carefully inspeeted tae
estabilshmout can have any possivle coneeption of
the exqniute taste and bBeauty that pervades the en.
tire edifice.,  Maov ol our wealthy men have
built themee vos palatinl homes, but nothing in our
city at all approaches this in regal magmficence, It
seoms like & legwey left to our eity by ome who
neves coased in life to upbold ber intercat and her
honor,

The grand edifice now approaching completion
occupies tour lols at the soatheast cornoer of Chesnut
nnd Nioeteenth stroets. 1is ervction was commenced
in December, 1868, though the property had been
purchased some time betore. Dr. Jayne, we bellove,
patd about 845,000 for the ground, but owing to the
rise 1o the yalue of renl estate in that guarter of the
oity, It 18 gshimuted to be worth §00,000 st present.
The lot haga (rout of 100 fect on Chesaut streot, and
yuns back on Nincteeuth strect 145 teet. The whaols
establisiment, ncluding the furniture, canuot cost

The buildiog itaelf is 60 feet front, by 106 feet in
depth, ineluding the fine conrervatory in the rear. By
s most judicious dholeo of Dr Jaynein hys 1jetime, it

# periect view of its proportions. 16 18 tour storics
in beight, of pure white marole, every blogk of
which was brought from the celebrated quarries st
Leo, Mass, There ia nowhere in Lhis city a more
imposing extorior. Marble is not a msterial that is
greatly improved Dy excossive ornamoeatation, and
the projector has shown good taste In omitting fl.
groc work, nnd depanding upon slmple massiveness
for its effect, The Chesuut and Nivelzedin strest
fronts wro somposed of solid marble,snd are certainly
iho very perfeotion of beauty. I I8 proper to gay
that the whole dosign of tae building was made by
John MoArthur, Jr., aided by his effiolont assistants,
Mossrs, Andrews, Bummers, and FPlerson, in ocon-
stant comsultation with Dy, Jayne himself, who
bad & keon and cullivated appreclation of propristy
and fitness in all such mattors.  Mr, MoArthur, a near
Felative of thoarchitcel, o the Loporinwndent, snd has
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devoted humself to his work with peculinr earnests
nens,  The resuit of the combined offorts of all the
wentlemon engaged, is & mansion colipsaing lu beauty
and elegance anything in (he couptry. While thote
in nothing gaudy or offenidve to good tarte about it,
the brilbianey s of so overwhelming n charsoier a8
to almost doty deseription. Throuehons our rurnre
tt will stand as & monument to the munif cence of
its projector, and an honor to those engaged in ita
erection,

The interior is approsched from Chesnut streot by
8 wide fiignt of steps leading to an arched doorway
of ornamintal design, most elaborately finishod.
The tiled walnut doors slone ate said to have cost
£700, and we ymagine, from their MasKve ApPoAr
ance, that Lthey are worth at least that sum. The
visltor ie nshered into the spacions hall, around
which are rauged piliars o Beagliola marble sna
porphyry.

rectiy opposite to the mam parlor §s the recoption-
room, which is finmshed in the sawme style, the esil-
inge and sides being of tresco, The mantel-pioce in
this ro0m is of Califorme marble, by Jacohy, and
Is an exquisite pigee of workmanship, Immediately
in the rear of the rocopton-room fis the
stairwny leading to  the attle, and the
opening covered by an  immense skylght
ol stained glass, The vimtor passes through
between massive pillars  of  meaglioln marble,
set on pedestals of elate, from the establish.

The upper portions of the
houre, which are of the same superb charac'er as the
main ficor, are divided into spacious rooms, to be
usod as sitting aud retiring rooms and ouambers,
The building bas bath-rooms and all modern conve.
piences upon every floor,
Thers jen dosrway i the hall leading through
the rear parlor and themee to the Kiootesnth
sirect entrance Un thi= side o! the houso
there is n spacions portico, which, at the souty end,
teranuates in a ewrcular bay window, and 1 sup-
ported by flu'ed columns. A wide stairway leads
from the ground to this beautifully graceful
baleony. Two couchant lions guard this passave,
The yord and grounds are tastefully ornamented
with overgreens and flowenng shrubs.  The
sideyard 18 laid out im  parterres, unaser
the Jmmediate sopervisiom of Mr., James
Kent, one of our most accomplishod gar.

Everything bere 18 furaishod m the elegant style
which eharacterizes the rest of the buliding, with
the mpgle exespiion thar it is painied m oil, and
pot in freseo. Thoere are outlets from the base-
maont on all sides, and it is well lighted and venti.
lated by abundant windows and duors,

‘Ihose who desire to inspect the building from its
best poant of view, will do well o go & little way
pevond Nimeteenth, on the opposite side of Chesnat
street, The eftoctivencss of the odifice 13 more
plainly discoverea at w diManco, Viewed imme-
dintely in froot, its vast size and overpowering
beauly are to s0me extent lost,

Baird, Sprnng Garden gtroet; and Wilkilam Struthers,
Market sireet. They are all of rich design, and in
the most ornmmental style of seulpturing, It is
worthy of observation that we have in our midst
artists who wield tue clusel with as conning a hana
as any foreign projessors whose names may have s
wider fame, It is to the credit of DPr. Jayne's
memory that nearly all of s splendid establish-

HEATING APPARATUS,

requiré two and a hall tons of coal per week to keep
up & regular Leat throughout the whole building,
1hese larnaces arc §0 srrnged a8 10 warm the boild.

furpace has the usual erate bars and ash pit below,
but the sides and top consist of water ) aces east in

The wa'er flues, aronrd whilch the air to be heated
clroulates, are cest In soetions, onl.ed manifolds,
each section conwlsting ol @ pumber of tubes con-
uected ut the top and bottow by tubes of larger
dinmeter, Each of these sechons Is cast in ooe
plece, and the number o! joluts to be, kept close is
thus muoh diminstied. Tue ends of each conducting
tube terminste o rings oast on them, which rings,
